Deny Truce With Chang as 


Chiang's Wife Tries to 


Force Release. 


SHANGHAI. (UP). The leader- 


leas men in the government 
at 


Nanking, incensed at the continued 
detention of their generalissimo, 
Chiang Kai-Shek, declared they in- 
tended to rush the punitive expedi- 
tion against the rebels in the far 
west and effect his release. 
An official denial was made of 
rumors that a truce had been ef- 
fected and hostilities suspended 
against the generalissimo's captor, 
young Marshal 
Chang Hsueh- 
Liang, who seized the founder of 
the Nanking government and de- 
manded war on Japan. 


Mme. 
Chiang Kai-Shek, 
who 
flew to Sian-Fu in Shensl province 
to plead for her husband's release 
with the "young general," was 
acting solely on her own initiative 
and the national government 
re- 
jected any connection with her 
daring expedition into the rebel 
stronghold at the Shensi capital. 
A serious clash in a new civil 
war in China was expected be- 
tween Nanking troops and Chang's 
forces holding Chiang Kai-Shek. 
The central executive committee 
at Nanking drafted plans for the 
generalissimo's release by force, as 
peaceful negotiations neared the 
end of the second week of failure 
to bring Chiang Kai-Shek back 
safely to the capital. 
They sought to co-ordinate offi- 
cial negotiations with those of 
Mme. Chiang and her brother, 
T. V. Soong, Harvard educated 
former finance minister and gov- 
ernor of the Bank of China, now 
at Sian-Fu.

Nebraska crops are valued at 


$138,719,000, according to the final 
estimates released by the state- 
federal division of agricultural sta- 
tistics. Wheat leads in value with 
corn, hay, oats, potatoes, sugar 
beets and barley following. Pro- 
duction was very low for all crops 
except wheat and hay, but prices 
are high. The combined yield of 
the leading crops waa 37 percent | 
of the ten year average. The pro- 
duction of feed grains, corn, oats 
and barley, was 9 percent of the 
five year average. 
Despite the severe drouth, sec- 


ond only to that of 1934, and the 
fact that the production of feed 
grains was only 9 percent of the 
1928-32 average and hay 55 per- 
cent of the average, the value of 
all crops, due to higher prices, 
was 62 percent of the average. 
Wheat leads with a value of $46,- 
905,000; corn, $30,351,000; all hay, 
$25,918,000; oats. $9,343,000; pota- 
toes, $5,912,000; sugar beets, $4,- 
698,000; barley, $3,864,000, and the 
balance of the total of $138,719,- 
000 Is made up by the minor 
crops. 


Winter wheat leads all crops 
with a production of 45.539,000 
bushels as compared with the 
1928-32 
average 
of 
54,169,000. 


Spring wheat is very poor with 
1,800,000 bushels, which brings the 
total of all wheat to 47,339,000. 
The estimate for rye waa 3,4-12,- 
000 bushels against the five year 
average of 2,667,000. 


Of the feed grains, corn leads 
with a production of 26,859,000 
bushels, of which only 10,131,000 
were husked for grain, the bal- 
ance being- pastured off, fed as 
fodder, or cut for silage. Outside 
of the irrigated area, corn that 
was good enough to husk waa lim- 
ited largely to a few southwest-

JAIL SENTENCE ANNULLED 
Supreme Court Substitutes 


Fine for Edward Schlief. 
Ed Schlief, Thayer county filling 


station operator, will not have to 
spend the 30 days in jail that the 
district court ordered, following 
his conviction on a charge of 
assaulting Ralph J. Darnell. The 
supreme court, in an opinion by 
Judge Eberly, holds that while the 
conviction must be sustained, the 
sentence is excessive.

The court says even if it be

was done. 
Luikart claimed that 


included in this payment by the 
bank was $£94 that he said Buck 
had misused, and he asked as re- 
ceiver to be subrogated to the 
rights of the district to sue Buck 
and his bondsmen. 
Judge Good says this cannot be 


done. He says the evidence shows 
that the district funds were wrong- 
fully deposited, and that the bank 
participated in the wrongful act. 
The funds never became a part of 
its assets, and the bank did not 
perform the duty of trustee for 
the district until 
compelled by 
order of court. The obligation to 
refund or repay was a primary 
obligation of the bank, and when 
it paid under compulsion it paid 
only the obligation for which it 
was primarily liable. It was not 
discharging the debt of another 
wherein it stood in the position of 
surety. Having paid, it cannot in- 
voke the doctrine of subrogation.
